LINE-BREEDING 


DEANS-HENDERSON 





To many fanciers, line-breeding has be- 
come synonymous with inbreeding and 
close breeding for so long that the pur- 
poses and benefits derived from _line- 
breeding and its real meaning have been 
lost. 

Let us examine carefully the definitions 
of each of these processes: 


Inbreeding is the mating of closely re- 
lated animals 

Close breeding is the mating of closely 
related animals without discrimination or 
thought as to what be termed “Di- 
rected Selection.” 

Line-breeding is the mating of 
so that their offspring will be closely re- 
lated to one or possibly two animals in 
the pedigree regarded as highly meritori 
ous. The sire and dam of a line-bred ani 
mal will be closely related to the admired 
ancestor, but will be little, if at all, re- 
lated to each other through any other 
ancestor. In_ this line-breeding is 
really directed inbreeding, with the under 
standing that the use of all inbred ani 
mals not related to the 
whose good points the breeder wishes to 
have transmitted, is avoided if possible. 

Fundamentally, line-breeding enables a 
maintain the qualities of an 
animal through subsequent 
generations. When all matings are out- 
breeding (between unrelated animals) the 
relationship to all ancestors is halved in 
each generation. Line-breeding prevents 
this, and holds the relationship to an out- 
standing high level. Line 
bred animals are likely to show more uni 
formity in type and quality than 
be the indirected inbreeding 

The relationship received from an 
ancestors is 50 percent from each 
parent; 25 percent from each of its four 
grandparents; 124 percent from each of 
its eight great-grandparents. Thus an ani- 
mal receives all of its hereditary factors 
from its parents. Likewise, it receives all 
of them from its grandparents through its 
parents. When no inbreeding is present, 
one grandparent is only half as important 
as one parent; one great-grandparent is 
only half as important as one grandpar- 
ent (and only % as important as one par- 
ent). 

In Charles Darwin's “Origin of Species,” 
the meaning of “Natural Selection” is 
made clear. Animals were selected by nat 
ural means prior to domestication. That 
is, nature did the selecting. Those that 
were strongest lived longest and left the 
largest number of descendants.

By selective inbreeding today is meant 
selection, as studied and put into practice 
by breeders. Breeders have largely, al- 
though not entirely, superseded nature in

and vigor. It will, however, increase the 
breeding worth of the better animals. 
Without some form of inbreeding an ani- 
mal is related equally to each animal, 
good or bad, shown in its pedigree.

Several surveys by large nationally dis- 
tributed magazines with huge circulations 
have been conducted during the last 1¢ 
months. But even armed with tae figures 
derived from these studies, the cat pop 
ulation cannot be estimated However, 
the surveys present very interesting ma- 
terial of interest to many of the “catty- 
set.” 

First of the surveys to come to our 
attention is the one completed by True 
Story Magazine in February 1940. These 
figures are of particular interest to cat 
owners because they give a basic index as 
to the average number of domesticated 
cats owned by the Magazine's readers, 
that could indirectly serve for an overall 
nation-wide estimate

Collier's conducted a survey on the pet 
question by circulating 3,000 of its regular 
readers of which 70% replied.

The tendency today is for a fancier to 
purchase an outstanding animal from the 
show ring; to use this animal for the pro- 
duction of one or two of its progeny; then 
to pass it on to another purchaser. In 
other words, he wants the splendor of the 
show ring without personal contribution 
in obtaining it. 

This is not true progression and does 
not add to the merit of the stock of the 
first purchaser. The progression means 
study and the gradual perfection of a 
breeder’s stock, the breeding out of unde- 
sirable traits, and the introduction through 
a desirable outcross of a permanent, de- 
sirable type. This cannot be done through 
the purchase of stock from various flashes 
in show rings or the combining of two 
outstanding winners without a knowledge 
of blood compatibility. 

The meaning of blood compatibility. . . . 
A sire proven good with a dam of one 
strain will not necessarily produce equal 
quality in his progeny when used with a 
dam of another strain. In determining a 
sire’s breeding worth, the estimate should 
not be in the abstract, but rather in the 
estimate of how the sire will breed in your 
own strain. An intimate knowledge of 
your own stock is necessary. If it has 
produced superior animals, the fact that 
a blending of bloodlines which has already 
produced superior animals, should be kept 
in mind, knowing that type and quality 
can be distinctively set, by repeating this 
blending. 

Point 2 is important! In considering an 
animal's merits, production ability is listed 
first; then health, and finally type. For 
the breeder the first two are more im- 
portant than the third. The breeder how- 
ever must pay considerable attention to 
type, because his customers demand and 
are prepared to pay for an animal of good 
type. Good type has sales value, yet with- 
out productive ability and good health, the 
perfect type is useless. Type, as exempli- 
fied in the show ring, is somewhat related 
to reproduction. The fundamentals of 
type (constitution, quality and tempera- 
ment) are more important than the fine 
points. The aim of most breeders is to 
produce an animal that closely approaches 
the recognized ideal type, possessing also 
the qualities mentioned. 

Point 3 concerns the productive qualities 
of the animal. A study of the animal’s 
close relatives is important, and should be 
carefully scrutinized. A foundation ani- 
mal should be one of a group of closely 
related animals. The animal is then likely 
to be of high merit, and likely also to 
have good transmitting ability. 

Point 4 should be given much thought 
and research. A fancier is either made or 
travels the mediocre road according to his 
use of poor or good sires. If he alternates 
their use, or employs sires of only average 
quality, he can at best only be classed an 


average breeder. By a poor sire is meant 
one that produces only average offspring. 
The sire may be outstanding in type and 
yet be classed as poor in this understand- 
ing. Likewise, he may not have all the 
finer points of a show animal, yet may 
have the ability to produce show specimens 
if mated to a dam of outstanding quali- 
ties with compatible blood. 

Type, although usually the first point 
looked for, should not be over emphasized. 
Many sires will never win in the show ring, 
but often produce better type than they 
themselves possess. In such cases we 
usually find the better type also among 
the sire’s close relatives (half sibs, par 
ents, grandparents). Also, a sire may be 
of better type than appears warranted by 
his close relatives. Such a sire will, in all 
probability, produce poorer type than ex- 
pected. 

The process or mechanism of inheritance 
is very complex. A more accurate gauge 
of a sire’s possibilities will be made if, 
in addition to the study of the sire him 
self, attention is given to his close rela- 
tives. The best proof lies in the appear- 
ance of a group of his daughters from dif- 
ferent matings.

A LITTLE ABOUT GENES 


By Florence Kemmer 


Life is always associated with a char- 
acteristic substance known as protoplasm, 
which is defined not merely by the mate- 
rials of which it is composed but by the 
complex manner in which these materials 
are integrated into a living system. Proto- 
plasm is not a continuous and homo- 
geneous mass throughout the organism 
but is divided into definite though minute 


functional and _ structural units, called 
cells. 
Within each cell is a denser body 


the nucleus—which exerts a governing in- 
fluence over the activities of the cells. The 
cells are organized into animal and plant, 
each with a definite shape and structure 
and with peculiarities of behavior char- 
acteristic of the species of which it is a 


member. In the various cells of the body 
complex chemical and physical changes 
take place whereby growth, repair, and 


reproduction are effected and the necessary 
energy for the vital activities of the organ- 
ism is released. 

The conclusions reached by all thorough 
study of life histories of animals and 
plants clearly show that every living in- 
dividual must always arise from some pre- 
existing living individual. Every animal 
and plant is therefore to be looked upon 
as the latest member of a long and un- 
interrupted succession of living beings, 
extending back, generation after genera- 
tion, to the dawn of life. Since individuals 
grow old and die, this continuity must be 
maintained by the transmission of life 
from one individual to a succession of new 
ones, its offspring. 

The method in animals is called sexual. 
An essential feature here is that the function 
of forming the new individual is delegated 
to single cells, which are set apart for this 
purpose. Sexual reproduction consists of 
the union of two special sexual cells or 
gametes to form one cell, the fertilized 
egg or zygote, from which develops a new 
individual. The parent contributes to each 
of its offspring only a single minute cell 
a bit of living substance so small it cannot 
be seen with the naked eye. This extremely 
narrow bridge is the only direct physical 
link between parent and offspring and 
across it everything must pass 
transmitted from one generation to the 
next. 

In the living substance of the minute 
sexual elements must in some way be trans- 
mitted ALL the characteristics which the 
new individual inherits from its parents. 
Any particular adult character, such as size, 
shape, or color, obviously cannot be found 
in these cells; but something representing 
these characters and capable of reproducing 
them in the new individual must be there. 
These tiny particles of living substance, 


which is - 


into which so much is packed and out of 
which so much must emerge, are certainly 
among the most remarkable bits of matter 
in existence. A group of offspring from the 
same parents may differ among themselves, 
and some or all of them differ from their 
parents, looking like some remote ancestor. 
In a group of brothers and sisters no two 
are exactly alike. Each has his distinctive 
peculiarities, and even if the offspring show 
resemblance to the parents they do so in 
varying degrees. 

Genetics is that branch of the science of 
biology which is concerned with the phe- 
nomena of inheritance and variation and 
which particularly endeavors to discover 
the laws governing these similarities and 
differences between individuals related to 
one another. The fundamental unit of 
genetics is the gene. Working singly and in 
groups, genes determine all the hereditary 
characteristics of living things. Geneticists 
have never seen a gene, although many 
think it is probably a protein molecule 
which is similar to a virus. Exactly how 
genes produce their effects is also imperfect- 
ly known. Where genes are and how they

There has come to my attention an 
article that appeared in the sports column 
of the Pittsburgh, (Pa.) Post-Gazette 


signed by John Alden Knight, and bear 


ing the headline, “House Cat Mayor 
Tureat To Nation’s Witp Lire.” It’ 
such a typical attack that, though it 


appeared four months ago, it seems per 
tinent to mention it now, for the hunt 
ing season will soon be here, and we'll 
be getting more of such talk from sports- 
men’s clubs and game commissions 

Mr. Knight’s by-line terms him “a 
noted author.” He has 
won some publicity with what he calls

behave in reproduction is better under- 
stood. 

Genes are located in threads called chrom- 
osomes which in turn are in the nuclei of 
cells. When cells reproduce by dividing the 


chromosomes are also divided, carrying 


with them a copy of every gene. Thus when 
egg and sperm cells are united, body cells 
descended from the fertilized egg have 
not one but two sets of genes and chromo- 
somes. The genes are probably very com- 
plex in their structure. They are very 
closely associated with the cytoplasm of 
the cells, and full development of the in- 
dividual should be looked upon as a result

of the interaction between the genes them- 
selves, between the genes and the cytoplasm 
of the cells, and between the cells and their 
environment. 


It is the interaction and interrelations of 
all these forces that function in the develop- 
ment of a new individual rather than the 
individual actions of the separate genes. 

One of the most interesting and important 
questions is that concerned with the de- 
scription and interpretation of the proc- 
esses by which a complex individual builds 
itself up out of a single cell. We know very 
little about the action of the genes from 
the time they enter the gametes until they 
produce their effect on the character of the 
individual. 

Genetics has studied the gene at the 
beginning and the end of the developmental 
process, but the problem of development 
has to do with the period between these 
points. The essential nature of individual 
development must be emphasized to focus 
attention on the continually changing con- 
ditions under which the gene acts. The 
complex individual arises from the egg 
by gradual processes of growth during 
which it builds itself up from undiffer- 
entiated protoplasm. Apart from the vital 
activities of energy exchange on which all 
life processes depend, the chief mechanism 
involved in this growth is mitotic cell 
division, whereby the nucleus of the egg

divides first into two, then into four, and 
finally into many daughter nuclei, ALL OF 
WHICH apparently receive the same 
chromatin as was contained in the fertilized 
egg. Therefore the nuclei in all cells of the 
body are the same. They have the same 
chromosomes and the same genes but as 
development proceeds, the cells, in spite 
of their nuclear similarity, become different. 
Their difference may be at first only one of 
position, as in the case in which the organs 
on one side of the body arise always from 
only one of the two cells resulting from 
the first division. 

As cell division proceeds, the cells as- 
sume different functions as well as differ- 
ent forms. In the animal embryo some 
become specialized for contraction (mus- 
cle cells) others for conditions of stimuli, 
others for secretion or absorption. These 
differences appear gradually. Each more 
complex condition arises out of an earlier 
and simpler one which precedes it. This 
emphasizes the complex interrelationship 
which must exist between the different 
characters of the organism, as well as be- 


tween genes, which are present in the cells, 
and the characters, which are chiefly ap- 
parent in restricted parts. Adult charac- 
ters as such are not present in the gametes; 
and are not inherited at all in the strictest 
sense. 

Genes which influence character during 
development ARE inherited. These bring 
about the resemblances between parents 
and offspring in general development and 
in specific characters. 

The presence of all the genes in every 
cell is shown not only by the equational 
nature of the cell divisions during develop- 
ment but also by the widespread effects of 
the same gene on different parts of the 
body. In mice the gene which differentiates 
yellow from the wild types affect not only 
coat color but the viability of the embryo, 
the character of the fat metabolism, and the 
relative fertility as well, while it acts as 
a modifier of white spotting. The effects of 
some genes are spread over the whole 
body as those affecting color in feathers 
of birds or hair of mammals. 

The genetic term for change is mutation, 
which means a change in individual genes. 
Most mutations are not improvements. 
Most are also recessive, meaning that they 


may be carried for generations and must 
be paired with another recessive gene be- 
fore they can be expressed. 

There is still another group which pro- 
duce such an extreme modification that at 
some point in its course they stop the 
development of the individual, and death 
occurs. Genes which have a fatal effect of 
this sort are termed lethal and are now 
recognized as of rather frequent occurrence 
among all sorts of animals and plants. 
They are only dangerous when present in 
a homozygous condition. Lethals that de- 
stroy the organism in early embryonic life 
with its subsequent absorption may pass 
unrecognized as sterility. 

SECRET REVEALED 

According to an AP item from San Fran- 
cisco, the secret of Gabriel Gabrello, 50- 
year-old Filipino bicycle messenger, was 
recently made public knowledge following 
his death.

The 
manager of the building said Gabrello had 
lived there 15 years but nobody knew he 
was keeping any cats.
